The  process  would  be 
one  of  selected  immigration,  but  the  details  so 
far  a£  this  Province  is  concerned  do  not  seem 
to  have  been  worked  out.  It  is  not  clear,,  too, 
what  aid.  )f  anv.  wmiki  be  expected  from  the 
^Dominion  Oovernment.  Irrespective  of  thr  atti- 
tude of  the  latter,  there  are  excellent  prospects 
that  what  is  proposed  could  be  attempted  without 
any  Federal  aid. 

8tr  Henry  Page  Croft  has  put  up  a  strong  case, 
and  it  evidently  has.  impressed  Mr.  Pattullo.  It 
ts  a  plan  In  -which  the  two  transcontinental  rail- 
way companies  might  well  be  expected  to  co- 
operate, since^ey  would  derive  lesultaot  bene- 
flts  in  Increased  traffic.  The  expenditure  on 
Empire  settlement  by  the  Bnlisli  Government  is, 
presumably,  contingent  on  what  opportunities 
are  olTered.  what  co-operation  may  be  expected, 
and  with  a  view  to  ininunizing  the  chances  of 
any  failure  of  the  scheme.  TKith  fs  ilOresent 
assurance  that  Briti.sii  Columbia  would  be 
selected,  but  jl  is  a  good  omen  that  Sir  Henry 
Page  Croft,  who  is  chairman  of  the  Empire  De- 
velopment and  Settlement  Research  Committee, 
should  be  so  enthusiastic  over  prospects  in  this 
Piovlnce.  The  recommendations  of  his  com- 
mittee should  Ro  a  kmg  way  to  enable  the  firitlsh 
3overnment  to  reach  a  decision. 

In  the  meantime  the  Govern  men  t  of  this  Prov- 
ince could  maite  a  schedule  of  lands  it  would  be

A  yeirahead  oX  the  decision  to  be  reached 
there  is  growing  speculation  about  the  possibility 
of  Pfesldent  Roo.sevelt,  of  the  United  States, 
seeking  a  third  term.  It  is  a  possibility,  no  doubt, 
for  it  is  reasonable  to'  believe  that  the  Chief 
Executive  will  be  anxious  to  complete  the  pro- 
gramme he  has  set  in  hand.  The  New  Deal  has 
had  its  ups  and  downs,  its  amendments.  Its 
amplifications  and  contractions.  It  Is  all  based 
on  the  conception  of  spending  a  way  Into  pros- 
perity, at  the  taxpayers'  expense.  It  runs  con- 
trary to  the  fundamental  lessons  of  political 
economy,  but  Mr.  Roosevelt  per.«;lst.s  In  the  course 
he  ))as  chosen  and  there  is  little  reason  to  doubt 
that  he  has  the  suppbrt  of  a  majority  of  the 
people. 

At  the  monient  Mr.  Roosevelt  possibly  has  not 
the  faintest  Idea  if  lie  wiu  stand  again,  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  he  should  have,  as  the  choice 
of  a  candidate  for  the  1940  election  wlU  not  be 
a  'd*  for  two  years.  The  determining  factor  will 
be  progre.s.s  made  by  New  Deal  pnllcle,';  during 
the  next  twelve  months,  and,  as  well,  the  cer- 
tainty that  they  wUl  be  pursued,  for  the  Presi- 
dent is  assured  in  his  own  mind  of  thrir  efficacy 
If  he  could  see  a  strong  9andldate  in  the  offing 
who  would  be  pledgefflrr^tocably  to  carrying  out 
the  Roo.seveltlan  policle.5  he  ml>?ht  retire  In  his 
favor.  At  present  no  such  candidate  is  In  sight 
and  It  Is  that  fact  that  has  given  rl§e  to  the 
propaganda  in  favor  of  a  third  term  for  the 
present  occupant  of  the  White  House. 

A  writer  in  The  Nation  says  that  if  the  situa- 
tion now  exlsf.Tnff  continues  Mr.  Roosevelt  will 
be  ilkely  to  accept  the  nomination^  and.  more- 
over. Is  assured  of  election.  That  is  a  somewhat 
lonR-trrm  propiiory  for  no  one  can  be  assured 
of  happenings  during  the  next  few  years.  In 
the  meantime  speculation  about  Mr.  Roosevelt  s 
future  l.s  rife  in  the  politics  of  the  United  States. 
No  President  for  many  years  has  occupied  so 
promhtent  a  place  as  Mr.  Roosevelt  In  the  public 
limeliRht,  and  there  has  never  been  such  an  era 
of  public  spending  as  that  throutrh  which  thr 
country  Is  ■  passing.  Mr.  Roosevelt  may  prove 
to  be  the  figure  In  hl.-ttory  who  survives  politically 
the,  morning  after  of  spendthrift  zeaL 


Who  can  derive  no  .satisfaction  from  the  classics 
simply  denote  their  own  mental  Insensltlvlty. 
Those  who  can  acquire,  or  have  inherently,  a  love 
for  them,  find  that  their  life  Is  never  the  same 
again.  Th^y  are,  as  an  article  In  The  London 
Evening  Standard  sfiys.  "of  a  different  breed 
from  tho.sc  who  fill  In  the  chinks  of  their  spare 
time  with  letterpress — as  satisfactory  as  stuffing 
a  broken  window  with  an  old  newspaper." 

The  same  article  says  that  those  who  find 
pleasure  In  the  classics  "are  now  of  the  glorious 
company  to  whom  may  be  addressed  the  words' 
nf  .St  John:  'Behold,  I  have  set  before  you  an 
open  door,  and  no  man  can  shut  if  "  They  nre 
In  the  arena  where  "the  mind  and  spirit  of  man 
have  taken  their  farthest  flights."  The  door  Is 
set  open  to  all,  younp  and  old.  The  former  often 
say  that  they  find  it  difficult  to  cultivate  the 
habit  of  reading  good  books;  They  concern  them- 
selves only  with  ephemeral  publlc.ition.s,  the 
latest  novel,  so  that  they  may  discuss  it  over  the 
tea  table.  They  do  not  know  what  they  miss  and 
they  will  not  attempt  to  find  out  for  themselves. 
Thjey  read  a  book  and  cast  it  aside  because  It  has 
left  no  impression  on  them  which  they  want  to 
recreate,  and  so  tliey  do  not  read  it  again.  They 
avoid  the  books  that  through  the  ages  have  en- 
riched countless  lives  because  they  think  they 
belong  to  an  era  that  is  i)ast  and  have  no  bearing 
on  t,he  present.  It  is  exactly  such  a  bearing 
that  they  have,  for  the  classics  are  forever 
giving  new  views  to  life  and  teaching  people  how 
to  live.  It  is  those  books  that  are  treasured  by 
people  who  think.  "There  are  books  that  we 
honor  and  booics  that  we  admire,"  says  the 
article  in  The  Evening  Standard;  "but  it  is  with 
books  as  with  people.  In  the  last  analysis,  al- 
legiance Is  to  those  we  lore.*' 


A  classic  in  literature  is  a  book  that  survives 

for  .some  generations  because  it  has  been  ap- 
proved by  educated  opiriion.  It  survives  because  poor  at  mathematlca.  For  inatance, 

million  men  is  merely  an  exercise: 
a  fragmentary  piece  of  homework 
which  is  nobody's  business  except 
the  pupils  concerned.  It  Is  all  very 
fine  for  the  scientists  to  translate 
their  formula,  and  to  say,  a.s  they 
do,  that  It  really  means  that  "the 
traditional  policy  of  the  balance  of 
power  Is  now  futile,  because  the 
banmee  ts  wnstKbte**:  that  tt  means 
we  should  all  abolish  grievances  and 
decrease  threats.  How  .sliall  it  be 
done,  that  Is  the  question.  If  It 
must  be  done  by  algebra,  it  will  be 
very  poorly  managed,  because  .some- 
thing Is  alwav.s  missing  in  algebra. 
Usually  it  is  X.  On  the  whole,  I 
think  the  scientists  have  merely 
confused  the  issue.
